THE SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE 
ANNUAL REPORT 


During 1982 The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service provided the best 
in ambulance service for the people in the four neighboring towns of 
Mason, Temple, Greenville and New Ipswich, at a surprisingly reasonable 
cost for each of us. This is possible only because of the dedicated 
volunteer service of many of our neighbors and friends. 


We see the ambulance go rushing by with siren wailing and lights 
flashing. What we don’t see are the hundreds and hundreds of hours of 
training, refresher courses and special classes attended by our Driver/ 
Attendants in order that our townspeople may have the best possible 
ambulance service; some 1500 man hours of training in 1982 alone. 


The medical world is ever changing. To keep up with these changes, 
the Service will schedule for 1983 periodic training sessions with guest 
speakers who are specialists in their field, such as hypothermia, as well as 
additional training for EOA (Esophageal Obturator Airway) and MAST 
(Medical Anti-Shock Trousers) through Burbank Hospital in Fitchburg. 
Souhegan now has arrangements with both Burbank and Monadnock 
Community Hospitals for these sophisticated services. As part of the 
on-going training of the EMT’s they must be recertified every two (2) 
years which requires that they participate in at least 48 hours of refresher 
courses and advanced training during that time. 


Mention should also be made of the many hours of volunteer service on 
the maintenance of vehicles and equipment, to say nothing of the other 
community services carried on by the Driver/Attendants. 


One of the two ambulances is near the end of its useful life. For some 
time we have had a committee hard at work looking for a replacement 
vehicle that will meet our needs yet be paid for with funds for the most 
part already in our capital account, and the estimated cost will be between 
$40,000.00 and$50,000.00 for the ambulance and equipment. This will be 
accomplished in 1983. 


Extensive revisions in the Service’s insurance program were instituted in 
1982 providing better overall coverage for less cost. 


In spite of continuing inflation, The Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
Service has been able to project a decrease in per person costs for 1983, 
without reducing the high quality of our service in any way.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDENS 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Forest fire prevention, our business, your business, good business! This 
slogan has been the motto of the N.H. Division of Forest and Lands, 
Forest Fire Service since 1909 when the first forest fire laws were passed 
by the legislature. 


These laws set in place a cooperative forest fire protection program of 
State and local forest fire personnel that has, in the past 75 years, 
established New Hampshire as a leader in forest fire prevention and 
control. Our annual acreage loss to forest fires of one-half acre per fire is 
the best in the nation. This fire record has become about through the 
cooperative efforts of our state/town forest fire protection program. The 
state provides detection of fires, training for local forest fire wardens, low 
cost forest fire suppression equipment to local fire departments, and 
technical advice at the fire ground. Local governments provide the 
volunteer fire fighters who are appointed as wardens and deputy wardens 
and who respond quickly to suppress reported forest fires. 


This program has resulted in a steady decline in annual acres lost to 
forest fires since 1910 when the average fire burned 33 acres compared to 
the modern day loss of one-half acre per fire. 


Only by the continued cooperation of the State/town and our entire 
citizenry can this record be maintained.

In 1982 the Planning Board approved the following subdivisions: 


Richard & Gertrude Odell - 1 lot, E. Jack Quinn - 1 lot, Estate of 
Hervey Davidson - 1 lot, Edwin & Ethel Fiske - 2 lots, Bertram & 
Barbara Von Zabern - 6 lots, Temple Homes Inc. - 1 lot, Bostron - 
Bergen Metal Prod. - 1 lot, Temple Homes Inc. - 10 lots. 


Again this year, the board has been busy hearing requests for 
subdivisions of land, as well as some lot line changes. 


A great deal of time has been spent trying to interpret zoning laws and 
subdivision regulations, new and old. We often have several different 
answers from our legal advisors about the same question. There is 
legislation pending in Concord that may help to provide clarification and 
simplifying language where possible. 


The master plan is complete except for some minor changes, and it is 
hoped that it will be ready for print in June. The board recognizes that 
the master plan will need up-dating through the years. 

We've also had a request for a stone quarry operation. 

Extra work sessions were held to formulate a new method of allowing 
homes to be built on back lots, with less than the required frontage, for 
each district.

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SELECTMENS’ REPORT 


As we head into the new year Temple, like most Towns, must consider 
several factors while constructing the annual budget. First we have the 
slowing of the economy which affects the ability of the taxpayer to meet 
his obligations. Secondly we have the State’s inability, or unwillingness, 
to fund programs which have been voted and funded in the past. All of 
which means that we have taken a good look at our several department 
budgets and in some cases we have arrived at budget totals that are some 
what lower than those anticipated by department heads. We hope that as 
the budget is considered at the annual meeting you will allow our position 
to prevail. 


Soon after the last annual meeting we found that we had to replace the 
Highway Dept. pick-up truck. We went to the State Surplus Property 
Division and bought, at a reasonable price, a truck that appears to be 
adequate for the job. While we were discussing this truck we also 
discussed the advisability of acquiring a dump truck for the use of the 
Highway Department. We felt that such a move would be both prudent 
and economically sound. During the early summer we acquired through a 
Lease-Purchase contract just such a truck. At the present time the truck 
has proved to be cost-effective and should continue to be for some time. 


Soon after school closed in June something happened that ruptured the 
water main that goes from the school house to the village. Replacing all 
of this pipe put our cost of maintaining public buildings over the 
budgeted figure. For this reason we decided against doing any cleaning 
inside the hall after we finished painting the hall exterior and installing 
ceiling fans and furnace improvements inside. 


Early last fall the New England Telephone Company applied for 
permission to install under-ground conduit and man holes under the roads 
and lawns of the village. While we did not challenge the Phone 
Company’s Project we did challenge the state’s claim to a sixty-four foot 
right-of-way through the village. After several phone calls, hearings and 
conferences the matter was settled in a manner that was both amicable 
and advantageous to all. Several concerned residents joined the Temple 
Historic District Commission, the Board of Selectmen and representatives 
of the Temple Church in these discussions and all concerned added a 
great deal to the proceedings. We solicit your aid in helping us to 
determine the states’ right-of-way and private property lines along Route 
#45. 


Remember: Every sixteen thousand dollars spent add one dollar to the 
tax rate. What we buy in March we pay for in December.

We thank them for that and will appreciate aid in 
the future.

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RECYCLE CENTER REPORT 


This year found many New Hampshire towns desperately searching for 
an economically feasible ten year plan for solid waste disposal which 
would fulfill regulatory requirements under a state mandate. Our district, 
however, received an exemption from this mandate, having proven that 
our regional Recycling Center system operates effectively and _ is 
appropriate as a ten year solid waste disposal plan. 


The Center went through some major changes in 1982. In September, 
a new manager and quality control supervisor came aboard and with them 
they brought many new ideas about collecting and processing materials. 
In order to heighten the quality of glass for instance, wooden platforms 
were built to make contaminants more visible. Also, mixed paper 
collection was reorganized and magazines became a new marketable 
category. . 


Aluminum cans, glass and newspaper were the most valuable materials 
this year, bringing the total income to a figure which was 16% of our total 
1982 expenditures. Compost brought in almost twice the amount of 
money as it did in 1981 and received rave reviews from all who purchased 
it! 


We’re counting on the added storage space which our new building will 
provide to give us the advantages of higher quality as well as greater 
quantity of marketable materials. With these benefits we are hoping that 
in the future our income will increase. 


The people of the six towns using the Center are to be commended for 
their continued support and patience. Each week we receive correspond- 
ence or visitors from all over the United States and even Canada 
requesting information about our unique solid waste system. ‘*What 
- makes it work?”’ they ask. Our reply - the people make it work! We, at 
the Recycle Center, once again would like to thank the public for their 
cooperation and encourage their continued enthusiasm.
